I received your letter of May 19th 
yesterday and I hope this reply will reach you in time 
to be available for the Bement sale. Spinck's suggestions 
for bids agree very well in most cases with what I had 
figured on. There are three pieces on which I wish you 
- to bid which I am most purticularly anxious to get, 
numbers 1269, 1790 and 1843. I have ther:for divided my 
bids into three sections 4nd inatead of limiting them 
on Wiigh piece, I limit the amount to be spent on each 
section go that you can make sure of getting the three 
pieces I most particularly desire without exceeding the 
total amount that I want to bid.
